m eat ax and defied arrest. 
Howard, 
according to witnesses, waited sev­ 
eral minuties, when he 
again 
told 
EJads he would have tp go to jail for 
creating a disturb ance. 
Again EJads 
ob jected, saying he would not go 
E^ds then changed his mind, say­ 
ing that he would sub mit to arrest, 
and started to put on his coat, prepar­ 
atory to going to jail,, b ut suddenly 
decided 
for

third time that he 
would not b e arrested. 
Howard then told him 
that 
he 
(EZads) wou’d have to go to jail, whe­ 
ther he wanted to or not, and if he 
(Eads) hit him he would

shot. 
Eads then disarmed himself and de- 
iled arrest, and when Howard made 
another attem pt to take him struck 
at the officer. 
The latter drew his 
revolver and fired. 
E^ds fell unconscious to the floor, 
mortally wounded, and

Howard immerilately

co nsequently the full Intensity o f the 
heat canno t g et into the w ater itself, 
o nly th 9 amo unt transm itted thro ug h 
the vapo r being available fo r this pur­ 
po se.—^The Sunday Mag azine.
